J. Vernon Calkins, Real Estate Dealer, 
Induced te Play a “Scheme” in a 
Faro Game on Assurance He Will 
Win a Fortune—In Ten Minutes His 
Chips Are in Banker's Hands—Se- 
eures Warrants for Three Persons, 
One of Whom Is in Jail. 


Believing he had a “ good thing,” J. Ver- 
non Calkins, real estate dealer at 145 La 
Salle street, invested $1,500 in chips, and, 
with the aid of a system in which he claims 
to have been initiated by L. L. Friend, he 
tried to break a faro bank. In ten minutes 
all his yellow checks had passed across the 
board into the coffers of the house.“ 

Satisfied he had been the victim of a con- 
fidence game, Mr. Calkins visited an attorney 
and complaints were issued against Friend 
and two other men whose names in the war- 


rants are given as Harry‘Tyler and Richard 


Canfield. 

Friend was arrested and Mr. Calkins 
paid a week's board in advance to Jail- 
er Whitman for the comfort and safe 
keeping of the man who he alleges fleeced 
him out of his cash so handily. mye eae hee

Answers an Advertisement. 

According to the story related last night 
by Mr. Calkins his investment was due to 
a newspaper advertisement. 

“I happened to be glaneing over the pa- 
per,“ said Mr. Calkins, “‘ and the advertise- 
ment caught my eye. I had answered sev- 
eral others, and concluded to write and see 
what there was in this one. A day or two 
later the advertiser, who gave the name of 
L. L. Friend, entered my office. 

He represented himself as an experienced 
faro dealer, and said he had a system that 
was absolutely sure to beat any bank. I 
listened to what he had to say, and finally 
agreed to accompany him to his room at the 
hotel to try the system. Friend had a faro 
layout there and: started to deal the’ cards, 
explaining his system. He gave me some 
chips and, following the system in practice 
play,“ I won over $5,000 in three deals. 
Friend told me he had been dealing faro for 
a well-known man who had not treated him 
right, and he wanted to get even with him. 

Friend said he would put $500, all he 
could raise, in a purse with 61,500 supplied 
by me, and I could enter a game at which he 


would be the dealer and play it against the 


bank. I agreed and left the hotel. 


Gets Inte a Game. 

* A few days later, I think it was on Sept. 7, | 
an emissary of Friend's called on me and 
explained that he was to accompany me 
down the street to where a game was in 
progress. I went with him to the Gmnd 
Pacific Hotel, where I was shown to a room 
in which several men apparently were play- 
ing faro. Friend was dealing. I sat down 
and bought $1,500 worth of chips, while the 
man with me purchased $500 worth, which 
he gave me to play with mine. Then he sat 
beside me as a prompter to see that I fol- 
lowed the system. I think I lasted about 
ten minutes, all the checks having passed 
across the board to the bank in that time.”

TOWN OF 1,000 POPULATION 
NOT INCLUDED IN.CENSUS. 


Dalevillé, Ind., Omitted Entirely from 


Indianapolis, Ind., Sept. 25.—[Special.]— 
Daleville, a town of about 1,000 inhabitants, 
in Delaware County, is probably the only 
fown in Indiana which was not included in 
the last census. For some reason it has 
been entirely overlooked and is not even men- 
tioned, although the township in which it is 
located is given. 

Washington, D. C., Sept. 25.—[{Special.]— 
Census officials, asked regarding the over- 
locking of Daleville from the census rec- 
ords, said. they had to depend entirely on 
the enumerators and their supervisors. If 
the enumerator failed to make a separate 
notation for a town or village in a township, 
the officials at headquarters could not know 
such a village or town existed, except by 
comparison with the record of 1890. 

The Town of Daleville does not appear 
in the census roll of 1890 either. It is a 
postoffice, but the fact that it was not sep- 
arately enumerated in 1890 or 1900 is taken 
as evidence that legally it is merely a part 
of a township. 


ROCKEFELLER LOSES $500,000

Chief O'Neill bases his charges against the 
head of the detective bureau solely on Col- 
leran’s connection with the case of James 
Dunlap, bank burglar. There is no mincing

tions has sent a stir through the front of- 

Direct assertion is made that the evidence 
which clinched the case against Dunlap was 
destroyed and mutilated while in Colleran's 
charged. It is further pointed out that had 
Colleran had his way Dunlap would have 
found a path to liberty instead of being sent 
to serve twenty years in Joliet for robbing 
the bank at Wellington, Ill. The statement 
is made too, that the Detective Chief showed 
as tendency to follow the suggestion 
of Dunlap's attorney as to caring for the 
evidence found in the robber’s possession at 
the time of his arrest and turned over to Col- 
leran for safe keeping. 

These specific counts, it is admitted, will 
pave the way for a general inquiry into the 
numerous charges against Colleran and his 
office. Should the proof be forthcoming the 
members of the Merit board assert that they 
will perform their full duty and see that a 
new head assumes control of the detective 
bureau. Among the witnesses who will be 
summoned to testify is ex-Chief of Police 
Kipley, whom Colleran fought so vigorously.

The c box, with 
money, was handed by Sergéant Conick to 
Lieutenant Rohan, who passed it over to 
Captain Colleran, who placed it in the safe 
in the vault connected with the detective bu- 
reau. Captain Colleran and Lieutenant P. J. 

Joyce alone had the combination to this safe. 

The President and cashier of the Welling- 
ton Bank of Wellington, Iroquois County, 
lll., were wired concerning the arrest, and in 
response thereto called at the detective bu- 
reau on Sunday, March 25, the day after Dun- 
lap's arrest, and identified the packages con- 
taining the dimes and nickels by the private 
marks above mentioned as their property, 
taken when the bank was robbed, on the 
night before Dunlap was taken into custody. 

„On Monday, March 26, Captain Colleran 
wired Sheriff Martin of Iroquois County, III., 
to come to Chicago with a warrant to take 
Dunlap away. On Tuesday morning Sheriff 
Martin arrived and produced his telegram. 
In the meantime Captain Colleran instructed 
Lieutenant Rohan to book Dunlap on a 
search warrant which Sergeants Conick and 
Culhane had sworn out for Dunlap's apart- 
ment prior to the arrest. This Lieutenant 
Rohan declined to do, as it would enable Dun- 
lap to get out on bond and probably escape. 
Finally Captain Colleran ordered Sergeant 
Cenick to turn over the n to the 
Sheriff. 

“Find Evidence Mutilated. 

„A few days later Sheriff Martin returned 
for the satchel, cigar box, and money found 
with Dunlap when arrested. Captain Coller- 
an refused to turn them over to the Sheriff, 
who then. called on Chief Kipley. The lat- 
ter accompanied Sheriff Martin to Captain 
Colleran's office. Captain Colleran told Chief 
Kipley that he was holding the evidence on 
the instructions of Dunlap's attorney. Chief 
Kipley then demanded the satchel from Cap- 
tain Colleran, who, in response, handed it to 
Gergeant Conick. Conick found that the two 
rolls of dimes and nickels had been tempered 
with. One package had been broken open 
and the crumpled wrapper thrown among the 
loose coin. The private marks on both wrap- 
pers were rendered ages by having a

THEODORE ROOSEVELT JR. IS 
COOL AT MOMENT OF DANGER. 


Fourteen-Year-Old Son of the President 
Figures in What at One Time Prom- 
ised to Be a Serious Accident. 


New York, Sept. 25.—[Special.]—Theodore 
Roosevelt Jr., the 14-year-old son of the 
President, was the principal figure today in 
what at one time promised to be a serious ac- 
cident. Throughout it all Teddy ” Junior, 
as he has come to be known, was as cool as 
a cucumber alone in a refrigerating plant. 

Young Theodore happened to be in the city 
today because his mother and the other 
Roosevelt children were on their way No 
Washington. Mrs. Roosevelt had come up 
to the city on a morning train, and was ac- 
companied by all the chlidren except Theo- 
dore. He came up on a train which landed 
him here about 1 o'clock. 

With him was a negro servant. They got 
into a brougham at the East Thirty-fourth 
street ferry and drove over to the house of 
R. H. Munro Ferguson at 159 ave- 
nue. 

The boy’s carriage came down Lexington 
avenue all right from Thirty-fourth street, 
and the driver started to bring the carriage 
in next to the sidewalk in front of the Fer- 
guson home, which is on the southeast cor- 
ner. An electric car was speeding down be- 
hind the brougham and the horses became so 
excited that the driver had to tug at the reins 
to stop them. 

He pulled so hard that the rein on the off 
horse snapped near the bridle. This discon- 
certed the horses so much that they swerved 
around on the car track. The motorman of 
the car put on his brake and reversed the 
power, slowing up the car so that it hit one 
of the horses onky a slight knock. This, 
however, was enough to frighten the horses. 

Richard Seery, a young man living at 181

the bridle of the horse with the broken rein. 
Both animals quieted down and allowed 
themselves to be brought back to the cunb.

TRY TO MOB CAR RIOTER, 


WOREMEN THREATEN NEGRO 
WHO STABS MOTORMAN. 


Policeman Howard Obliged te Draw 
His Revelver to Protect Woodie Nall, 
Whe Already Had Been Felled by a 

' Blow from a Shovel Which Had Been 
Hurted at Him—Patrol Wagon Ar- 
rives When Crowd Ie in a Deflant 
Mood—Cuts Said te Be Serious, 


Surrounded by a throng of angry work- 
men, Frank Howard, a policeman of the 
West Chicago Avenue Station, was com- 
pelled to draw his revolver in defense of a 
prisoner, Woodie Nall, a young negro, yes- 
terday afternoon at Kinzie street and the 
crossing of the Chicago and Northwestern 
railroad tracks. 

Nall had stabbed and dangerously injured 
Patrick Cox, a motorman on the Robey street 
line. John Furlong, the conductor, hee in- 
sisted that Nall remove his feet from the 
rear rail of the car and a fight followed. 

“You will have to take your feet down,“ 
said the conductor to Nall. . 

“I don’t know Whether I will or not,“ was 
Nall's reply. 

“ Well, I know,“ returned Furlong, start - 
ing towards the man. : 

Nall removed his feet, but continued the 
| argument, finally striking at Furlong. The 
two men clinched and Cox ran up. Nall 
turned to meet him, a knife. He 
slashed at Cox, cutting him across the breast 
from shoulder to shoulder, inflicting a Wound 
an inch and a half deep. Cox also was cut 
across the abdomen, the wound being seven. 
inches long, and was slashed about the legs. 

A number of railroad workmen ran toward 
the car and two of them hurled their shovels 
at the negro, one striking him in the breast 
and knocking him to the floor. Policeman 
Howard arrived and, with James Kerr, a city 
fireman, fouglit his way to the car and ar- 
rested Nall. 

Let's hang the murderer!" some one 
shouted, and a general rush began towards 
the policeman and his prisoner. Howard 
drew his revolver and commanded the men 
to stand back. 

The crowd see

and Nall was hurried to the West Chicago 
Avenue Station. 

At St. Elizabeth's Hospital, where Cox 
was taken, it was said that the man’s con- 
dition was serious.

COUNTY CLERK KNOPF BALKS AT 
JUDGMENT INTERESTS. 


Says That the $940,000 Asked For, 
Which Includes Bonded Indebted- 
mess Costs, Must Be Reduced by 
$300,000 in Order That There Be Neo 


Discrimination Against the Tax 

Payers — Railroad Schedules, Now 

Ready, Are smaller than Expected. 


A $300,000 cat in the general revenue of the 
city is threatened by County Clerk Knopf, 
who announced his intention yesterday of 
reducing the $940,000 asked for by the City of 
Chicago for the interest fund so as to include 
only the amount required for the bonded 
indebtedness. Mr. Knopf takes the position 
that it is illegal for the city to include in its 
levy for the bonded indebtedness fund the 
interest on outstanding judgments against 
the city. | 

Assistnat Corporation Counsel Fyffe de- 
clares that the County Clerk’s policy, if 
carried out, will result im litigation in the 
form of a mandamus suit to compel Mr. 
Knopf to include in the interest levy the judg- 
ment interest account. The County Clerk 
retorts that the lower courts already have 
passed on the matter in the cases instituted 
last year by certain State street property 


owners. 

Under the decision of the courts,” said 
Mr. Knopf, I have no right to include any- 
thing but the actual interest on the bonds. 
I do not propose to have 90 per cent of the 
taxpayers of the city illegally paying 30 cents 
more per $100 for interest on the city debt 
than the other 10 per cent pays, simply be- 
cause the latter can go into court and fight 
the levy.’’ ‘ 

The interest on the bonded indebtedness 
as figured by the City Controller is $650,000. 

The Board of Review last night completed 
the railway assessment and the schedules 
will be turned over to the County Clerk this 
morning. The total of the railway assess- 
ment is $10,208,381 full value, or $2,068,276 
assessed value. Like the figures on personal 
property, the figures on railroad assessments 
fall below the estimate, leaving a greater 
amount to be added by the State board if 
Chicago and the county are to realize on the 
$400,000,000 necessary to produce sufficient 
revenue to maintain the government. 


CZOLGOSZ SEES HIS FAMILY. 


Condemned Assassin Shows No Emotion 
When Visited by Father, Brother, 
and Sister. 


Buffalo, N. T., Sept. 25—Paul, Waldeck, 
and Victoria Czolgosz, father, brother, and 
sister of Leon Czolgosz, the assassin of Pres- 
ident McKinley, had an interview with the 
prisoner in the Erie County jail today. As- 
sistant District Attorney Frederick Haller 
and Assistant Superintendent of Police P. 
V. Cusack were present. 

The interview lasted thirty-five minutes, 
but no information leading to the implication 
of any one else in an Anarchist plot to kill 
the President was given by the prisoner. 

The officials said that the conversation 
was naturally such as would occur at such. 
a meeting, and that it was better to throw 
the mantle of privacy over it. 

However, authoritative announcement was 
made that Czolgosz denied absolutely that 
any one else was concerned in the plot to kill 
the President. He asserted, as he has from 
the outset, that he did the deed alone and un- 
aided, and that no other person in the world 
was concerned in the tragedy. 

Several times when he was pressed to 
tell the true story of the assassination, the 
prisoner repeated the words: 

I did it alone; there was no one else.“ 

The prisoner asked nothing about the other 
members of his family or his friends and did 
not give any evidence of sorrow or regret 
over his act. 

The father and brother were affected, nat- 
urally, over the meeting, but they gave little 
outward evidence of it. The sister cried all 
of the time, but the prisoner gave no evi- 
dence of feeling aside from saying that he 
was glad he could see them. 

At the end of thirty-five minutes the pris- 
oner shook hands with his father and brother, 
and his sister tearfully kissed him good-by. 
The family returned to Cleveland at once.

Stamp in Zion Banner and Is Visited 


by Postoffice Inspector. 


Fear of some anonymous letter writer with 
a ghastly sense of humor has kept John Alex- 
ander Dowie secreted fn his Zion fortress 
for the last week and caused an appeal to 
the postal authorities which nearly resulted 
in entangling the Zion leader with the fed- 
eral grand jury. 

In the Zion Banner a facsimile of a threat- 
ening letter sent to Dowie is displayed, with 
a reproduction of the envelope in which it 
was mailed. In the corner of the envelope 
is a perfect copy of an uncanceled two-cent 
postage stamp.

8, while Miss Stone and Mrs, Tals ae 
of an Albanian preacher, were traveling 
with friends from Bansko to Djumao, There 
were fifteen to eighteen persons in the party. 
The bandits confronted them in a narrow 
valley, surrounded them, and compefied | 
them to wade a river and ascend a wooded 
mountain side for about an hour. There ap- 
peared to be about forty brigands, dressed 
like Turks, but speaking good Bulgarian. 

At length a stopping place was reached. 
The next morning Miss Stone and Mrs. Tau- 
ka were missed, and it was apparent that the 
main body of the outlaws had departed, leav- 
ing only a guard. 

Later this guard compelled the captives 
to give up their watches; money, and jewelry, 
after which they disappeared up the moun- 
tain, leaving the missionaries free. 

The authorities did not learn of the cap- 
ture until-nearly twenty-four hours after 
it had taken place, and it is thought this 
gave the brigands all the chance they need- 
ed to reach a secure hiding place. It is 
thought that they may have entered Bul- 
garia, and the army has been givén special 
instructions to guard the border closely and 
follow up any traces ofthe marauders which 
they may find.

DEFENDS METHODS OF CITY 
IN SPECIAL ASSESSMENTS. 


Attorney Robert Redfield Says, for the 
Board, That Its Expert Witnesses Are 
Told to Present Only the Facts. 


In connection with the 
cial 


field, assistant attorney for the Board of 
Local Improvements, made an extended re- 
ply yesterday to the charges that have been 
made by the rs’ association. These 
charges have been aimed at the city’s prac- 
tice of employing a certain set of real estate 
experts to testify in special assessment 
cases. 

In reply to this Attorney Redfield says that 
the Taxpayers’ association requires a fee 
for membership which entitles them to have 
their attorneys contest all special assess- 
ments, and they pay for these services a 
percentage of any amount reduced on their 
property. Further, he says: : 

“It ie absolutely necessary, order to 
protect the interests of the pro -owners 
not objecting, for the city to send out ex- 
perienced real estate men to examine the 
proposed improvement and testify as to the 
conditions and the effect of the said im- 
provement on the property objected for. It 
is necessary to use these witnesses in order 
to combat the testimony introduced on be- 
half_of the objecting property-owners, and 
it is certainly proper that they should be 
paid for their services. As to the statement 
that they always testify that the property 
is benefited the amount of the assessment, 
that is false, as in many instances the rec- 
ords will show that where conditions war- 
ranted a reduction the witnesses have not 
hesitated to say so. The desire of the city 
is simply to have the facts as they actually 
exist.“

JUDGE LEWI# ADDRESS TO THE JURY. 
Great credit is due Judge Lewis for the 
way in which he performed his difficult and 
unpleasant duty as counsel for Czolgoss. 
‘His address to the jury was a model of ap- 
propriateness. While not attempting to 
conceal his sorrow for the death of President 
McKinley, he did all that could be done 
properly for the prisoner. There were no 
witnesses for the defense, and there was no 
possible extenuation of the crime except that 
the prisoner might not be sane. On this 
point, also, the evidence was all against Ozol- 
goss, but Judge Lewis submitted the other 
side to the jury in a few appropriate sen- 
tences. This was all he could do in the way 
of active defense. eee 

The chief and most admirable feature of 
Judge Lewis’ address was His simple and 
Incid explanation of his reasons for appear- 
ing in the capacity of defender of an assas- 
sin. He made it clear that he felt he was 
there in the interest of a great principle of 
justice rather than in the interest of the 
murderer on trial—that he stood for the 
protest of organized society against mob law 
or anarchy in any form. His statement that 
the people who advocate lynching are more 
dangerous than the handful of avowed An- 
archists in this country is searcely an exag- 
geration, Both classes are enemies of law 
and justice, and to both of them the orderly 
and deliberate trial of Czolgosz is an object 
lesson and a rebuke. 

Judge Lewis took the right view of the 
matter when he said he and his colleague 
were in court for the same purpose as the 


progressed in a legal, orderly, and proper 
manner. The fact that the trial was so con- 
ducted is almost the only bright spot in the 
whole gloomy episode. The further fact that 
the case wae disposed of in two days also 
has a significance which should not be over- 
looked. Perhaps if all criminal trials were 
conducted with the calm celerity of the 
Ozolgosz case there would be less lynching 
in the United States. In this respect the 
Buffalo trial may serve as an object lesson 
for courts and lawyers as well as for the 
unwise persons who are inclined to take the

TRANSFER OF WARD SUPERINTENDENTS. 

The Civil Service commission is certainly 
coming more and more to stand as a guaran- 
ty for a public service based on efficiency 
instead of on political influence. There 
are too many evidences to the contrary to 
permit entire complacency as to its pres- 
ent success in regenerating a public adminis- 
tration demoralized for political ends and in 
reéetablishing the civil service law. That

On Wednesday à delegation comprising 
several scores of legislators, Aldermen, and 
private citizens appeared before the West 
Side Park board to urge the establishment 
ot a natatorium for summer use in Humboldt 
Park. The delegation came in the name of 
the Northwest Side Improvement aesocia- 
tion, which was claimed to represent a great 
number of organizations in the northwest 
part of the city, and a petition for the nata/ 
torium was presented bearing something 
like 20,000 signatures, obtained largely by 
the school children. 


only the latest step in an effort which the 
citizens in the section named have for several 
months, and, indeed, years, been making to 
secure bathing facilities in Humboldt Park, 
and the propriety of the effort is as obvious 


sued. Even if there were ample public bath- 
ing facilities along the lake front, they would 
be inaccessible to most people living as far 
away as the West Side parks, and the need 
for public baths in each of these is not open 
to question. It would, indeed, be sufficiently 
indicated by the fact that when the Douglas 
Park natatorium was opened four or five 
years ago with free admission, the number 
of bathers was so large that, according to 
the park authorities, the admission fee of 
10 cents was resorted to in order to reduce 
the attendance. 

The board has had the question of pro- 
viding baths in Humboldt Park under con- 
sideration before, and the members met the 
overtures of Wednesday with pronounced 
assurances of favor, but with expressions of 
doubt on the question of funds. Of course 
it ie still uncertain precisely what the next 
assessment and the various levies under the 
Juul law for the West Side will be. The 
need of outdoor bathing places, however, in 
all the large parks of the city has been too 
long neglected, and it is the plain duty of the 
West Park board so to manage its revenues, 
if possible, as to be able to duplicate during 
the next year in one other park the bathe 
which have proved so valuable in Douglas 
Park. The realization of this result will re- 
ward a creditable effort on the part of citi- 
zens for a public improvement. | 


QUEST FOR A COLLEGE PRESIDENT. 
Northwestern University hae opened its 
doors for another collegiate year without 
having found a President. Its failare to 
secure a man of the standing of Professor 
‘Vincent of the University of Chicago or 
President Bashford of Ohio Wesleyan seems 
to have discouraged the trustees and caused 
another halt in the quest. ‘The acting Pres- 
ident is an able man, and the enrollment of 
new students promises to be large, but it is 
neither good nor creditable that a large uni- 
versity like that at Evanston should have 
to go begging for an executive head. It sug- 
gests the need of a change of methode on the 
part of the trustees. 7 
Apparently the mistake lies in asking too 
much of the President and not offering him 
enough in return. In the first place, a salary 
of $6,000 would not be too much to give toa 
man of accomplisped reputation for acting 
as the head of the largest Methodiet school 
in the country. This is not the most vital 
matter, however. If the trustees of North- 
western University wish to have no more re- 
fusals they should begin by raising $250,000 
in cash, and should announce their readiness 
to place this sum in the hands of the new 
President for immediate use. Besides this 
they might pledge themselves to raise $750,- 
000 contingent upon the raising of an equal 
sum from outside donors. If they were to do 
something like this, and were to give the 
new President to understand that the rais- 
ing of funds would not be among the various 
and sundry things expected of him, they 
probably would have no trouble in securing 
the services of any man they might desire. 
The task of raising funds for such an in- 
stitution properly belongs in the hands of the 
Executive committee of the Board of Trus- 
tees, which is the Committee of Ways and 
Means. It is a mistake to expect the Presi- 
dent to do this work, or to leave him with the 
impression that this will be a part of his du- 
ties. One reason why President Harper can 
say truthfully that be has almbdst never asked 
anybody for money for the University of 
Chicago is that he has the aid of an Execu- 
tive committee which does so much in that 
line iteelf, either going into its own pockets 
or seéking donations from friends of the in- 
stitution. Northwestern University can be 
freed from its quandary if its trustees will 
adopt a similar policy. It can secure as its 
President almost any Methodist educator 
of established reputation, or it can give the 
Presidency to some bright and promising 
young man from among its own graduates. 
It is a debatable question whether the right 
kind of young man, eager to build up a repu- 
tation as an educator, would not achieve 
more for the university than one past his 
prime and with a reputation that enables him 
to rest on his oars. 


THE INTERNATIONAL YACHT RACES. 

Public interest in the yacht races which 
will begin today is unusually keen on ac- 
count of the evenness of the match. It 
is to be hoped the wind and sea will be 
favorable for a fair and complete trial of 
both boats, and may the best one win. That 
the contest will be closer than that of 1809 
is practically certain. At that time Colum- 


bia beat Shamrock I. by a mile or more 


in each race, but the new Shamrock is 
known to be several minutes faster than 
the old one, while Columbia probably is 
no faster than it was before. The failure 
of Constitution to surpass its predecessor 
is a disappointment to Americans, but the 
superb sailing qualities of Columbia are 
believed to be a match even for Sham- 
rock II. 
The measuring of the two yachts has 
given a further advantage to Sir Thomas 
Lipton’s boat, In spite of Shamrock’s much 
larger spread of canvas the time allow- 
ance which it must give Columbia is only 
forty-three seconds. This practically 
amounts to nothing in a thirty-mile race. 
The smallness of Shamrock’s handicap is 
due to the astuteness of its builder in mak- 
ing the water line eight and à half feet 
shorter than that of Columbia. Whether 
the advantages of a small hull and a vast 
sail area have been gained at too great risk 
of accidents remains to be seen. Both 
yachts apparently are in perfect condition. 
The races are to be run on Thursdays, 
Saturdays, and Tuesdays until three out of 
five have been captured by one of the con- 
testants. Three of the races, including the 
initial one today, are to be fifteen miles 
to windward or leeward and reéurn, while 
the other two are to be over a triangular 
course of which each leg ie ten miles in 
length. Each boat must suffer the conse- 
quences of any accident occurring after the 
start. It is to be hoped there will be neither 
accidents nor calms. What everybody

ITH regard to the comment which 
has been created by the action of 
President Roosevelt in adhering to 
his slouch hat for ordinary street

That 
is to say, they accorded to him that token 
of deference which the members of the spe- 
cial Chinese mission had absolutely declined 
12 — to the Kaiser. 

t may remembered that the three weeks’ 
delay of the Chinese mission on the Swiss 
side ot the German frontier was due to the 
absolute refusal of the dignitaries accom- 
panying Prince Chun to kowtow to the 
Kaiser. The latter had never asked that the 
Pritice should render him this act of obei- 
sance, but merely that the members of his 
mission should do so, since that was the 
mode by which they manifested respect for 
their own Emperor. The Chinese dignitaries, 
however, absolutely declined to yield to Will- 
lam in this matter, and the result was that 
the Kaiser had to give way and the Mongol 
diplomats scored a triumph, which was ren- 
dered, as I have just pointed out, the more 
signal by their conceding to Prince Chun at 
Berlin the kowtow which they had declined 
to accord to Emperor William at Potsdam.
